IT hath been (and is commonly) known, that in 
*# all ages there hath been one or other that 
mM hath denyed, nay openly writ againſt the 
q . moſt manifeſt Truchs, nay, even againſt the 
| Divine Scriptures themſelves; being meerly 
9 2:12, either-ſtirred up- witch a ſelf-concelted pride 
of their own knowledg,or envy that any ſhould profeſs or ma- 
ntain for truth what they are alcogether ignerant of. Amongt 
which bealts & envious novices, I may juſtly & lawtully reckors 
this Learned Mr, ?.- Rawnce,who is ſo impudently audacious,rq 
condemn what in+ the leaſt manner hecan-nether underſtand of 
comprehend,and that is the Art of Pudicial Aſtrology; —_ A 
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ficſt begins to condemn, by opeaing the vanity of the Art, in ic 
ſelf, (as he calleth it) which he ſaith, is « kind of Diabolical Dj-. 
vinat:on, Page 2. line 2. Of his ſcandalous Paper ; but how he 
can prove it Diabolical, more then by barely ſaying {o, is asfar 
beyond his/ wit to perform, as it is for him:40 apprehend the 
myſtery and verity of the ſame; and 7. the 3 and fourth; he 
perſiſts in his vilifying malicious ſpeeches thus ; being full of 
Idolatry and Smperſtition, and u contrary to the Scriptures, And 
this he endeavours to prove thus, No may can Divine by the 
Srexs, but by ob/exwing of timer, and (ſaith.he ) this regarding of 
rime #44 not lawfol, as you may tind Dewr. 18. (ver. 10. ſure he 
means) for he names no verſe, as diſtcuſtireg his underſtznding 
in che text, Wwelt he may, if che words betlireughly weigied 
and configered, whmieh are theſe; Ler none Le fonnl among, wn, 
Which 's 4 rcgarder of times ; This he picketh our of the 61d 
of the cexr, and fromthe midſt of nine ſeveral kinds of Super* 
ſticzon, rhere rehearſed, afficming thus generally, that e4ftre- 
tagy is there comprehended ; bue I am confident all his ſhal- 
tow brains cannot prove, that Affrelogy is in the leaſt mention- 
ed.by game intho{e words by him recited, but if he hal more 
particularly conſi lered che text, and with a candid eye, he had 
never thus over-ſhot himſelf, .and declared; himſel#(o appa- 
rently malicious tv the Art. of frology, to apply this cext to 
fignity &ſtrology ; only becauſe it.mentioneththe obſerving of 
rune, for ſaith he, /.11.5.the 2. 57 is well kevin wnto us, tht in 
&vinig by Stars which is Judicial Aftrelegy, the « ſtretuyyy as mery 
able to drvine or forttell any thing, but by Ubſerving of times ; 
which words he bringsto prove, that by chat paſſage of:Scrip- 
eure is Meant: Aftrelosy, which is meerty. his own conſtruKion; 
for, it will puzle both him, Perkins, Pics and allthat ever durſt 
eo back enviouſly at the Art, £0 prove; by Scripture, or ſhew 
theccin any paſſage whereia-Goe dotl plamly forbi4men, ei+ 
ther Je: or Gentiles, to fady the Art of Aftrelozy,or prohibit 
indeed any knowle ige of his Creatures, whick1s a good and 
probable 'means i9. bring us to the knowledge of his Divine 
elf; not .vo 1.jolize them as he would needs poſſeſs the vulgar, 
thit Aftrologers dn; whin Aftretogers know and do _—_ 
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theyare but ſecondary cauſes, and ſigns of the will and ple 
fare'of God, inclining the diſpoſitions and humors in map, - 
being compoſed of the 4 Elements; not compelling { as he 
would molt ecconeouſly-and waliciouſlyperſwade the vul2ar) + 
that Aſtcologers maintain. | Wherefore except he could have 
preved-that paflage of Scripture-to ſignifie Aſtrology by bet- 
c&-and ſounder arguments then his own; which-1s ſo weak 
and groundleſs, that it-vaniſheth witch himſelf, not fic either 
ro be more remioned: or thought on ; andyet this Itiot is 
ſo -fancaſtically conceited of this his own bare conftruRtion, 
and cenſure of the Scriptuce,that he thereon concludeth wich 
him«!f, that his opinion and judgemear he (© readily pump * 
ouc of: his ſhallow Cocks-comb, is ſo invincible an argument, 
that he'qhus perſiſts, See bepe-now What your Aſtrology ts, ts it a 
»y thing el/e ren Superflition ant Idolatry? For they [ay one time 
ir goed,mether 5.44, and further thus,zhas you mazy ſee that whas* * 
the Scripture ſaith God made only gool, they make to be both goud 
and evil. By which argument he woutd tain conclude, Aſtro- 
logy to be fuperſticious, as if a farat neceſſity were concluded, 
whick-is not an opinion of the Aftrelorer,us Iaid before, nei- 
ther doithey make time both good and bad;for the worſt cite 
as\itKnefs an& other cxſualcies, which perhaps he means the 4- 
ferdlozeri call bad times(for he declares notthis mind, what he 
means, nor what he-would be at) is good in fome ſence, for ir» 
tends crothe glory af God in oneking or other, how ill or bad 
ſoever it may appear to ſuch'a Novice as hom; for the world 
Tf nouglt therein , had ever been made bur for his glory, (© 
char the Scriprure is no wiſc by 'the-Aſrologer contradicted, 
when hetells 2 man an ill rime of trouble, or ſicknefles, Croſ- 
ſes,jor tlie lK*715 ſuddenly ro happen on him, he calls ir per- 
haps an ill ime,as having relation co the patt:nr or party, thar- 
muſt unde:go theſe affictions ; yet thi-time in it ſelf brings + 
perhaps this ſuff-ring wrath by afiitions ro Gud agg his fear, 
or perhaps brings death, however ir tends to the glory of 
God,-and therefore in it felf the time is good;; Ergo no con-+ 
tradition of rhe Scriptures by the Aftro/ogers, in making that 
time-which God made'good, tp be bath good and ill, 
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-.:Again he perſiſts in his inveterate malice,and runs 6n 4 
Out either fear or wit, not knowing indeed what he ſays, be- 
ing ſo inveterately malicious, for he ſaith 4ffroogy devyerh.. 
the providence of Goftin the diſpoſing of the ſeveral changes. 
that happen to man in this life, (if ruled by the Stars) for 3 
ſay they (meanirig the Aftrologers) thu ſhall this mas live «nd 
dye, becauſe of the Stars he had in his Nativity, and of axother - 
man, thns.quite contrary by reaſon of contrary poſitions of the Plan= 
ets at the Birth.I-pray conſider,and you ſhall ſee this to he. very: 
wickedneſs, for God ſo ruleth che world by his' providence. 
that not a ſparrow falleth tothe ground, nor a hair of our 
heads wichout his permiſſion ; therefore ( ſaith Mr, olw 
Raunce) it muſh needs follow, that the whole courſe of onr life #6, 
enly governed by the providence of. Ged lane, and not by the con: /; 
ftellations of the Heavey,- $0 thats by this argument fie would. 
fain conclude, and prove by thus cavelling,that the Stars were 
made for no uſe, but him and fuch Idiots co gaze on ; when. 
as the Scripture in. plain tearms tells us, they are for days and. 
rimes and years. Ger. 1. 14: but I would fain he would te}. 
me, why the immediate providence of God'is morſhownra 
alter (fgom the coytile oftbe Moon) the ebbing and owing 
cf the Sea, nay the Thames here in Exgland, that every War 
rerman can telt himthe juſt time by the morion of the Moon? 
(for it may be he never faw the Sea.) I:could mention and. 
inſtance many' more effects of the Planets, bur perhaps they: 
will ſeem Riddles td him, and Paradoxes,- and ſo:it maybe 
will deny them, becauſe he is ignorant of them as he doth:the 
whole Art ;-but every cgmmon Warer-man. will convince: 
him of this, if he have not brains either to coticeivey brbe»s 
lieve it ; but to.come-cloſer home to the purpoſe, -Theins' 
flaence ofthe Stars on mans body, is ſo far from denying the: 
providence of God, that it clearly proeveth.ic'to be the more 
manifeſt ;. for God worketh not immediatly, neither doth he 
cauſe rain, or ſnow, or froſt, or faire weather immediatly ; 
. bnt hath left the cauſe of all-theſe cocheir irfluence; acccrd- 
ing to the ſevera] aſpedts andpoſirions.of the" Planets, ordain-: 
irg ic ſo from the beginning ; neithergothrhe work any =_ 
work, 
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work, bat wharever happeneth; was 'pre-Ordained to come ©* 
vo paG in its due time, ſo that he doth now no -work, but ſits 
jd upholderh all by his Ormniporenr, Omniſcient wiſdom and 
power : ſo that iradds to his gloty, that when'he made thoſe 
heavenly Bodys the Planers, tv rifle all ſablJanary things and 
times, that he fore-knew the events, difpofttions of men, al- 
cerations of Kingdoms, Commotions , Plenties, Famines, 
Plagues, Healths, Sickneſſes, Wars, Peace, and what not by 
their effeAs ; Neither ter this ſeemſtrange to Mr. John Rawnce 
who isſo well acquainted with the- Seriptures; tharhe brings 
proof againſt w hat heunderſtands not ; for Chrilt fairh;Come 
Je bleſſed of myF ather jnherit WneK ing dom preparrad for you before + 
the beginning of the world, Amt. 25. 34. and Paxl, to the E- 
heflans, chap. 1. 4.4. proves us tobe predeſtinated and clioſen 
fore'the beginning ofthe world; {b that it is cleared, thar 
what ever ſhall happen fromthe beginning of the world and 
before, to the erid, was pre-ordained to happen: ſo that if a 
man by the pofition of the Planets at his birth be ordained to / 
be (according to natural cauſes a theef, a murtherer, of the 
like) what can Mr. Aawnee ſay; that will become of that man 
by this mmediare providence of God, bur deſtrution if God 
doth not mercifally ſhew His goodneſs rowards him ; this 
doth no wiſe certainly derogate from the providence of God, 
who hath ordained ſuch and ſuch accidents to happen to eve- 
"man; fromthe beginning of his lifeto the end. He comes 
with his inveterate malicious railings, (which becomes 
an Oyſter-wench far becter then a Schollar, who ought 16 
prove rather their arguments by reaſon and ſence, then envi- 
ous names, without proofs, or indeed reaſon at all,) for faith 
he, And now for horary queſtions, what are they ? are they any 
thing leſs then ſatanical deluſfrons,as ts the reft of that wicked Art? 
Certainly there is no judicial impartial eye, but will rather 
think bjm to be inclining to diabolical praQices then A- 
ſroleger?, and alſo fo judge him, co belye fo publick an ap- 
parent truth as 4fra/o7y is, (as before I ſhut up my full dif- 
courſe I ſhall ſatisfy him iris) to call it Diabolical and no 

wiſe prove is ſo, Which is as falſe as all his frivolous ie guntnns | 
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apaiuſtir, and lyers are Diabolical I atn confident ; finge the 
Devil is their Father, and the more Diabolical and apparently 
he ſhews bimſelfto b>theChild and Inſtrument of the Dewsl, 
by his envy, to.rail in ſnch-groſs tearms againſt eruth,, which 
kis Father rhe Dez hath exer in all ages ſtrived toeclips, by 
ſich ignorant inffruments-and-Chilgren of his; as John Rawxce; 
and let. him not be angry, if I ſhould here alſo call. bim dunce, 
ſince he.tells me in his Title-page, he was ſometimes a praQti- 
tioner of the Art, and is yet ſo ignorant a5 tocall it-Diaboli- 
call ; but ingeed . his. weak thallow brains could no wiſe ap- 
.prehend gor attain tothe knowledpe of it : a learned man or 
2 wiſe man would-rather have admired what he could not 
underſtand, then preſently to raile againſt ic, and not able to 
prove it ſo, .and this ſerves very fitly to prove him really a 
dunce, or at leaſt a fool to condemn what he underſtands nor 
inthe leaſt manxer ; for how can he prove this Art Diaboli- 
call, which depends only onthe true and perfet knowledge 
of the Starres {that hath ro affinity ( 1 am confident he will 
ſay himſelf) with his Father the Devil } and their irfluences, 
which are but natnral things ; And by knowing natural and 
earthly _ , Paxl ſaith, we (hall know heavenly things the 
better, much more then by knowing the Stars, which are a- 
. bove us, when the knowledge of what is beneath us ; made 
«Ariflettle ( that ſome time attributed all to nature ) atlaſt 
confeſs here muſt needs be a Deity anda God-head: and Ate 
fes faith, the Stars arefignes; and David, The Heavens des 
clare the glory of God, Cettainly, then nv wiſe Diabolical 
yet this impudent, ignorant, envious dunce ( who thinks his 
own words ( he is ſo ſelf-conceired a f601 is ſufficient to con- 
demn an Art, and ſuch an one, as that his ſhallow Cox-comb 
can no wile obtain ( which is the ground of his envy,) doth 
not ſtick to contradict him that tells us truly what the Hea- 
yens declare, and what the Stars ſignifie, (without any proof 
bur his own word, which is as vain and empty as his —_ 
and too light by many ounces to prove his Argument , yet 
wants light co make a judicious impartialeye ſee that dark ig- 
avrance whereof he dreams ) and with it the Scripture ; 
| though 
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though he ſaith, Sew me 39 what place of the Scriptare the Art of 
Aſtrology # upheld or juſtified, when it will puzle all his learned 
brains, to ſhew me any one place(though he faith there are ma- 
ny, and ſets ſome down, which I ſhall makeclear to him do no 
wiſe ſerve for his purpoſe )thar doth really condemn or difailow 
of it; but he muſt know that the divine word was written 
wholly for our inſtruRion to ſalvation, not to decide the legal- 
lity or illegality of Afrology, or other Arts ; yet what is above 

faid, is enough to any gallant ſpirit of the lawfulneſs of his ſtu- 

dy, and inſight therein, ſince they declare the glory of his Crex- 
ror; I know not how then learned M. Raxxce will prove it either 
Diabolical or illegal, or contrary to the Scripture, ſince it tends 

to ſo good an end, that the knowledge thereof is the declaring 

and manifeſting the glory,and greatneſs of the omnipotent Cre- 
ator of both us and them ; But to come to his proofs of Scrip. 
ture he imagins condemns Aſtrology. 

His firſt is, Dext.1 $, his ſecond, Eſa 47. his third, Daz. 2. his 
fourth, er. 10, bis fifth, 2£ch. 5. he tels you no particular ver, 
where inany of theſe places,you may readily turn to it; leſt then 
you {houlg diſcover his envious knavery in wreſting the Scrip- 
tures,but tells you at random the Chapters;thar ſo you may ra- 
ther conclude as he ſaith, then deſire or ſeck to trouble yoar 
ſelfto diſprove him. 

Concerning his firſt proof Dewe.18, it is in the 1 0.4. though 
this proof be already anſwered him before; yet I will ſay thus 
much,that I am confident Mr, Rawnce nor his author Mr. Perkins 
can prove,that in this place there is either Aſtrs/ogy or eAftrole- 
gers named ; J might therefore with as good liberty, and better 
reaſon, deny mny {fuch matter, then he affirmeth ic, - for it is his 
part to prove, but let Mr. Reawvce corſider the word inthe ori- 
gina), gnonen, which our E»glifs Tranſlatours in this place take 
for aregarder of times; yet in other places otherwiſe, asin 2 
Chron, 33. 6. the ſame word is taken for witchcraft, andin the 
5. of Micha for Sexthſayers ; wherefore I may ask Mr. Rawnce, 
why not'in this place of Dexz. it may not as well be interpreted 
Witchcraft or Senthſayer 28 well 28 aregarderof times? or elſe he 
muſt underſtand ſuch « regarder of times, as maketh his eleftion 
byWircheraft and $ nhſepieg,nndont by 4ſre/ogy. But fuppoſe 

we 
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we underſtand the word as the Engliſh tranflate ir, and as he 
would have, yet all obſervation of times is not forbidden, nei- 
ther by this place is the regarding of times by eAſtrelogy proved 
unlawful, or prohibited ; for So/omwen the wiſeſt of men faith, 


tO obſerve-rimes in general , would not Mr. Rawnce think it a- 
ſtrange thing, vr at leaſt that man to be as mad as himſelf that 
ſhould, when he fhiould fkeep, go walk abroad , or when he 
thould go about his buſineſs, go to bed and (leep, or a manto 
weep when he ſhould be merry , and bemerry when he ſhould 
mourn, or £0 to plough when he ſhould reap, and the like : 
wherefore we muſt take this place to ſpeak of the ſuperſtitious 
obſervation-of times ; but chis learned Prattitioner Mr. Rannce, 
in what he underſtands not, will needs intrude eFfrology- a- 
mong witchcraft and ſourh-ſaying , when all that knows any 
thing in Afrelogie , will condemn him rather for a novice, ' 
then an Artiſt, fince Aprolegie hath nor in the leaſt any relati- 
on-to the obfervation of any times but what are natural : 

wherefore this being a meer wrelt of the text, or at leaſt an ig-' 
norant miſtake in learned Mr. Rewnce, I hold it not conveni- 
ent longer here to inſiſt, but leave him to peruſe for his better 
nodefication the 2, Chap. of Sir Chriftopher Heyden , in defence 

of Aſtrolegit, where he may have a full reſolution and confu- 

ration of his former queſtion and proofs, he hath ſer down in 

his Pamphler, or can in any other ; wherefore } wholly refer 

him and all of Riis ſimple mind , to condemn any thing before 

they underſtand, to the ſerious peruſal of the ſame, and haſten 

to reply his remaining Cavils. 

His next is, That becauſe the drift of Ffrolegy is to foretel of - 
the particular events of things, he will not becauſe -—- bur 
Jeaves it-t0 allthat are not drunk-with Aftrologie, to judge how * 
con- 
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contrary it is unto-the Scripture. Truly Mr. Rawnce , nomore 
cotitrary unto it, nor the word of God, then you may think 
me your enemy , becauſe I ſigne your being a Scholler, and a 
learned man, a book of Hebrew or Greek to read , which per- 
haps the vulgar underſtands nor. $hall the vulgar ſay becauſe 
you can diſtinguiſh every CharaRer and word , together with 
his Gignification and force that you are a Witch, or a Sowthſayer, 

. meerly becauſe you paſſe them in knowledge and learning, and 
cherefore you are (concluding without rime or reaſon)a Witch 
contrary both to God artd his word? this is the reaſon why 
you ſay Aſtrologie is contrary to the word of God , becauſe in 
your weak apprehenſion you conclude they work by illegal 
means as Witches and Sexthſayers ; but ſure it is ſo long lince 
you were 2 Prattitiezer, (for you fay ſome time a Prattitioner ) 
that I believe time hath rooted the rules of Art quite out of 
your memory, 0r it was ſo ſhort a time you praQticed, that you 
did not fully attain unto them ; but it had been your part eo 
have proved it 0, 

. Bur Mr. Rawnce, I pray what isa Comet? is it a hatural Star, 
or a ſupernatural Signe? if a natural Star, why them is it hoc 
alwayes viſible? if a ſupernatural Signe , to whorti doth God 
ſhew this Signe and wonder in the Heavens? ſure . nay I 2m 
confident, not to ſuch weak Praitioners as contemns the Arr, 
as tO be both diabolical & contrary to the word of God;nor to 
the vulgar, that underſtands riot in the leaſt what it m2y con- 
cern:therefore of neceſſity ig muſt be ſhewen to the 4ſtrologer, 
& that to fore warn the people of their puniſhment which is 
likely, (withour ſpeedy and unfained repentance) a'uredly ro 
fall on them for their | cg wherefore it is ſo far from being 


contrary to the word of God, that it agreeth therewith; for 
did not God allow both of the act and the ſtudy thereof, he 
would neither ſhew a ſighe by the Stars, nor particularly to A- 
ſrologers; for he might otherwiſe as well forerc| and pread- 
moniſh a Nation by other ſignes and wonders, as by Comers 
and Blazing-ſtars, 
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And noW it x high time 1 ſay _— of the rules of Aſtrology, 
and then you ſhall ſee what it us, that u« the foundation of Fudicial 
Aſtrology. 1 think rather Mr. Rawnce, it is high time for you to 

leave oft cavelling with what you neither underſtand, nor can 
prove unlawful in the lealt manner, or to go to ſchool to learn 
the foundation thereof, before you venter to ſpeak againſt it, 
when you cannot prove any thing you ſay, for your words are, 
Now then iu ſhort, 1 ſay thus much, Vit. that all the Rules and Pre- 
cepts of Aſtrologyſet deWvu by the wiſeſt men in that learning, whe- 
ther they Were Chaldeans or Egyptians, or 7 other a 

1 ſay the rules of the [aid Art, are nothing elſe, but meere dotages 
and filtions of the brain of mas. And thisis ſhort enough God 
knows,of what you would fain ſpeak if poſſible, 8& ſo ſhort that 
ifI ſhould meaſure it with your wic,it hath the full length ther- 
of ; I thought a man of learning would have brought proofs ei- 
ther by reaſon and Arguments of his own, or other bodies for 
what he writs againſt ; and not to content himſelf with a plain 
dico, without cirher _ tc, proof or-reaſon, 1x ſoort, I ſay 
thus much, viz. &c, and again, 1 ſay the Rules and Precepts of A- 
Rrelegy, &c. But I fay it 1s no matter what you ſay, or can ſay, 
or whether you ſay aty thing or nothing, except it be to more 
purpoſe, You lay, it is the filtions and dot ages of mans brain; and 
I fay, your brains are doted and beſotted ; therefore let me have 
better reaſon then one Doctors opinion. I ſay more, how is 
the Art proved to be the fitions of mans brain a whit the more 
for your ſaying ſo? Where do ybu make it appear to be ſo ? 
Oc that their rules have no foundation in nature ? we ſeethar 
you have no foundation nor natural reaſon to condemy it ; for 
we ſec nothing but your own words againſt ir. Thea I fay,thac 
you might even as well have ſaid nothing, and then you mighc 
have beenſtill thought wiſe ; for fnlruws tacendo dicetar ſapiens, 
and then you might alſo have gone for a Prafticioner ; but now 
you have loſt your credit, both in the one and the other, for 
none but fr; will coudemn a thing they underſtand not, nor 
can prove to beſo ; neither can any man pradtiſe any Art, bur 
what he is vers*d1n ; but this cavil of Mr. Rawnce his, is (1 
conceive) (ſince his doting brains cannot comprehend the true 
ground and reaſons of the Art) to learn chem by writing a- 


gainſt

gainſt them, and ſo to receive inſtruions from the pen of the -- 
replyer ; Bat I know no reaſon any one ſhould do himthat fa- 
vour, fince he is ſo openly malicious, nor is any one bound to 
prove the grounds thereof, except he could diſprove them, or 
know what they are : which ſince he is ignorant of, is ſuffici- - 
ent to prove his cavil inconſiſtent either with reaſon or truth; . 
His words are, And what areyour houſes Which are in number 12 
what are they ? and how comet\ it ro paſs they ſignify thuu and thus? * 
and What are theſe many fionifications that you give them ? are 
they ayy thing elſe then very Fables and filtions of an old Idelaters 
brain? If it be not ſolet the Aſtrelogers now ſhaw up, and prove 
their Art. Stand up babes and ſucklings, and anſwer Mr Rawnce, . 
which asketh if this be nor ſo and ſo, and never proveth it fo. 
Mr. Rawxce,it had been your part in writing againſt this Art,to 
have given your reaſons and proofs, not your- conceptions 
(which I know none are bound to anſwer) and then you had 
done Pratitioner-like, and might perhaps have received anan- 
ſwer, Now Mr. Rawnce cometh to write of the planetary An- 
gels, and as he faith, to tell you what they are, 

The words of your Anthers nyen this matter are tothispurpoſe, 
viz. That from the beginning of the world there were 7 ſperits ap: - 
poinged as rulers to the 7 Planets, and every one of theſe ſpirits ru- 
leth rhe world a certain time, cc. all which is true, and I would 
very fain Mr. Rawvce conld in the leaſt diſprove it; all that he can 
ſay is this, Now theſe Planetary Angels what ave they? ave they 
any ther Angel, or ſpirits, then theſe very wicked ſpire which are 
ſo often and moſt commonly, the chief agents for the imaginations , 
in their (tveral werations and conjurations, as it is Well knoVWn wnts 
him that hath been & Profeſſor of Aſtrology, - and Srudemt in the 
Magick Ari? 1 would very fain know how by theſe words Mr. 
Ramnce proves or ſhews what the Planetary Anpels are, as he | 
faid he would, he tells ws only what the Praftitioners in Afr e- 
legy,and the Srudents 1n the Magick Art know themto be; he 
tells us —_— his own knowledge, who knows as little in
